An Act further to amend the Indian Penal Code, 1860, the Code 

of Criminal Procedure, 1898 , the Criminal Law Amendment 
Ordinance , 1944 , the Delhi Special Police Establishment

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Fifteenth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: - .
